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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr. Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  your  district  for  the  year  1 961 . 

Tho  hoalth  of  the  district  goncrally  has  been  good. 

199  cases  of  measles  and  15  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  not- 
ified but  no  serious  complications  were  reported. 

Water  Supply 

Our  most  serious  public  health  problem  is  still  the 
lack  of  an  adequate  water  supply.  Progress  is  being  made  on 
the  scheme  to  abstract  water  from  the  Eastern  Cleddau  and  to 
construct  a new  resevoir  at  Castle  Merhen,  which  would  enable 
the  Council  to  adequately  supply  water  to  their  own  and  sur- 
rounding districts. 

Sewerage  Schemes 

A number  of  schemes  are  being  considered  and,  quite 
rightly,  priority  is  being  given  to  the  Saunders foot  scheme 
where  the  need  is  urgent.  Little  council  house  building  has 
been  carried  out  during  the  year,  although  the  need  still  ex- 
ists, particularly  in  Saundersfoot  and  for  elderly  folk,  and 
in  addition,  there  are  several  problem  families  living  under 
unsatisfactory  conditions. 

Again  I should  like  to  emphasise  how  important  a part 
the  Public  Health  Inspector  plays  in  the  maintenance  of  the 
conditions  suitable  for  healthy  living.  Much  work  has  been 
done  to  implement  the  recommendations  made  under  the  Pood  and 
Hygiene  regulations  and  conditions  have  improved. 

I should  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
the  members  of  the  Council  and  its  officers  for  their  contin- 
ued courtesy  and  co-operation,  and  to  include  in  this  my 
thanks  to  my  clerk,  Mrs. V.K. Hughes,  for  all  her  help.

Heart  disease  remains  as  the  cause  of  the  highest  number  of 
deaths,  having  accounted  for  47  out  of  the  total  of  125  deaths 
Of  the  9 deaths  from  cancer,  2 were  caused  by  cancer  of  the 
lung  and  both  were  men  who  were  known  to  be  moderately  heavy 
smokers  of  cigarettes. 

Approximately  62.4$  of  the  total  number  of  deaths 
occurred  in  persons  aged  70  years  and  over  and  of  these,  55.12; 
occurred  in  persons  aged  over  80  years.

Vaccination 


Records  were  received  during  the  year 
of  90  primary  vaccinations  and  9 re- 
vaccinations. 


Immunisation 


Records  were  received  of  131  primary 
immunisations  against  diphtheria  and 
16  re -inforcing  injections.  Also  rec- 
eived were  records  of  104  immunisat- 
ions against  whooping  cough. 


Both  vaccination  against  smallpox  and  immunisation 
against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  are  carried  out  at  the 
Clinic  and"  by  the  local  practitioners,  who  are  paid  by  the 
County  Council  for  records  received  by  your  Medical  Officer. 


VACCINATION _ AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  the  fourth  inject- 
ion was  given  to  school  children  between  the  ages  of  5 and 
12  years.  As  the  use  of  oral  vaccine  proved  so  satisfactory 
in  the  Hull  epidemic,  the  Ministry  of  Health  reduced  and 
finally  stopped  supplying  the  Salk  vaccine  to  Local  Authorit- 
ies while  further  work  was  being  carried  out  on  oral  vaccine 
for  general  use.
